Springfield, O., March 10.—[Bulle- 


tin.)—The mayor and General McMak- 
m at noon today decided to have elev- 
en companies sent away from hero to- 
night or in the morning. Seven com- 
panies of "the Second regiment will be 
kept here until after Saturday night, 
The saloons will be kept closed until 
after Sunday. 


Springfield, O., March 10.—Officials 


now have complete control of the sit- 
uation here. The arival of reinforce- 
ments dunng the night augmented 
tl?c military forces to 17 companies. 
Brigadier General McMakin arrived 
from Toledo this morning and as- 
sumed command of the entire troops. 
At 9 o'clock today Mayor Bowlus 
talked by telephone with Governor 
Herrick and told him that everything 


^ was ouief and that there was nothing 


further to fear. The Mayor wanted 
all the troops now in Springfield to 
remain until after the funeral of Offi- 
cer Charles Collis today, when he said 
he would confer with General Mc- 
Makin and then advise the Governor

Springfield, O., March 10.—Great 


mobs gathered in the streets again 
last night and threatened to burn the 
remaining portion of .the negro quar- 
ters. In the early part of the evening 
the situation was considered 
more 


threatening than at any time yet, and 
a race war was expected. Ten more 
companies of militia arrived during the 
evening, giving seventeen companies 
in all, and the presence of such a large 
force was sufficient to hold the mobs 
in check. The troops frequently had 
to push back the crowds at the point 
of the bayonet. The crowds finally dis- 
persed late at night without doing any 
damage. The male negro population 
has fled and is supposed to be in hid- 
ing in the woods. There is some ap- 
prehension--that they may make an or- 
ganized attack on the town. 


MILIT|A DISPERSES CROWD. 
Springfield, O., March 10—At 11 


o'clock the militia had dispersed the 
crowds in the central part of <he city, 
but it was feared they would form else- 
where for later movements. While 
there are about 5.000 negroes in this 
city, none were seen anywhere 
The 


demonstrations" in yelling and jeering 
was from the crowds at tjhe militia. 


Notwithstanding reports about ship- 


Ising the body of Dixon, the negro, to 
Kentucky, his remains were privately 
interred here last evening in Ferr- 
Cliff cemetery. 
The body was taken 


1o the cemetery in a covered wagon 
and none knew of the incident except 
relatives and cemetery officials. 
The 


order for saloons to remain closed is 
observed, but no attention is paid to 
the mayors' proclamation for people 
to keep from congregatins or remain- 
ing off the streets. 


It is thought that hundreds of ne- 


groes are out in the woods around 
the city, as they cannot be found with- 
in the limits. No women or children 
are forced to remain out over night, 
as the crowds threaten only 
males. 


There are two or three among what 
are called "bad negroes" that are said 
to be wanted by the crowds and the 
negroes fear others are wanted. 


Telegrams are being received by ne- 


groes 
from their fellows in other 


states offering help. The-pastor of a 
colored church in Kansas City wires 
to a pastor here: 


"If you want any aid. from Kansas, 


call on us. • We are prepared to come 
to your rescue." 


The colored people here are now 


afraid to be seen getting telegrams or 
mail. When the west end of "the levee" 
was cleaned out no white man would 
work with the moving vans 
and no 


white men would accept the goods in 
storage. The work had to be done by 
colored men under guard of the mili- 
tia and most of the goods from 
the

open yards of colored people. 
None 


could be left on the premises of whits 
people, who feared that their own 
property would thus be endangered. 
None of the hardware stores are allow- 
ed to sell weapons or ammunition. The 
infirmaries and other places of refugo 
are filled with aged negroes and wo- 
men and children whose male mem- 
bers of the families have taken to the 
woods and it is now feared that there 
will yet be a mobilization in the ad- 
joining forest that may make a dan- 
gerous march on the city. 


Colonel Mead, of Dayton, is holding 


the city under strong military rule- 
He will be superceded today by Gen- 
eral McMakin, of Toledo, when there 
will be seventeen companies of the 
militia here. 


An outbreak occurred at 11 o'clock 


in Short Winter street, a thoroughfare 
only two squares inJength and iiihab-' 
ited by both blacks and whites. A half 
dozen resorts, mostly white, are locat- 
ed here, and at 11 o'clock five shots, 
aimed at a colored man, were the occa- 
sion of three companies of militia tie- 
ing dispatched post haste to the scene 
of the disturbance. 


Earlier in the night crowds varying 


from ?00 to 600 jeered and hooted the 
soldiers and it frequently became nec- 
essary for the troops to push the riot- 
ers back at the point of the bayonet

Twelve Millions Per 


Pound. 


, New York, March 10.—Anncunce- 
raent has been made that the crice of 
radium has increased 
$4,200,000 a 


pound in the last two days and may 
go higher. The market 
price last 


week was $8,400,000, and now it is 
512,600,000. By April 1 it is said, it 
may be impossible to buy it at any 
price. L. D. Gardner, an imnorter of 
radium said: 
"Bohemia has forbid- 


den the exportation of pitchblend. be- 
cause the government discovered that 
this industry was interfering with 
the Bohemian glass industry. That 
edict prohibits the radium nianufacv 
turers in Paris an;l Hambnrs from ob- 
taining the uranium ore and thus un- 
til new discoveries are made, there- 
will be 110 more radium made. This 
will stimulate American prospectors 
in the western states.

BY THE LEGISLATURE.' 


Vlerry Fight on In House, But Only a 


Ftw Republicans Belt Wednes- 


day Night's Caucus. 


CHAPMAN BILL INDORSED 


Columbus, O., March 10.—The adop 


lion ot the Rickelts constitutional 
amendment and the passage of 
the 


Chapman election bill yesterday was 
assured last night by the action of the 
caucus of the Republican members of 
the house. 


Fjfty-eight of the 88 Republicans oi: 


the house unanimously indorsed the 
measures. 
Three votes were cast 


against the proposition, but when it 
«arried so overwhelmingly one of them 
moved to make it unanimous. 


Senator Dick and Governor Herrick 


both worked like beavers all of yester 
day, lining up the house members for 
Ihe bills, thus indisputably stamping 
ihom as administrative measures. It 
was claimed last night that 72 votes 
were pledged for them. 


The absence of 30 members from 


the caucus is not regarded as signifi- 
cant. 
Probably not to exceed 15 of 


that number are really opposed to the 
measure. 
Other causes kept the re- 


mainder away. 


LOCAL OPTION BILL. 


Columbus, O-, March 10.—The house 


temperance committee will report fa- 
vorably today the Brannock ward 
local option bill amended to read by 
districts instead of wards. Maximum 
districts shall comprise not more than 
5,000 qualified electors, minimum dis- 
tricts not less than 300. Where half 
of any block is occupied by business 
houses the district shall be exempt. 
Only registered voters may sign the 
petitions for elections, 40 per cent of 
those residing in any district being 
necessary. 


LEGISLATIVE DOINGS. 


Columbus, O., March 10.—The sen- 


ate "Wednesday amended fhe Harris 
bill, appropriating §4,251,000 for 
the 


support of the common schools of Ohio 
for the years 1004 and 1903; to appro- 
priate $2.125,500, at the rate of ?1.70 
for each enumerated school youth in 
the state, for the 3ear 1DM. 
This 


means that anotner bill must be in- 
troduced to make the appropriation for 
the year 1905. 


Senator Harris in advocacy of his 


bill, declared that the measure was 
drafted in compliance with the party 
policy which was pledged to a reduc- 
tion of the state levy from 1.35 to 1.30. 
The appropriation provided herein, he 
said, gave a pro rata of $1.70 for each 
enumerated school youth in Ohio, more 
than the common school fund had car- 
ried in the past decade.

RUSSIA AND ENGLAND. 


Berlin, March 10.—The Tageblatt to- 


day asserts that the conviction pre- 
vails in government circles in Russia 
that war with England will be the in- 
evitable outcome of the war with Ja- 
pan. Active preparations, cays the pa- 
per, are proceeding on an elaborate 
scale, including measures for the de- 
fense Of the Baltic coast.

THE WAR SITUATION. 


London. March 10.—The season of 


preparation for the Japanese land 
forces has according to reports re- 
ceived last night and today, passed, 
and active aggression on land has 
been inaugurated. During the foil- 
nj^ht or so that news from the seat 
of hostilities has been conspicuous 
mostly for the lack of anything defi- 
nite contained therein, thpre lia\e 
been many theories advanced as to 
the noint at which the first land at- 
tack 
would 
come. These 


have for the most part, been far 
wide of the mark, for if reports re- 
ceived in Washington and by the Daily 
Telegraph from Tien Tsin are to be 
credited, the clash has come at Fens;- 
Wang-Cheng about fifty miles to the 
r-crthwest of Antuns and on the di- 
rect road to Liao-Yans not far dist- 
ant from Mukden, wh»re the Russians 
are now concentrating in force. Thus 
the Jap has again shown himself in- 
scrutable and wily in his plans, and 
sudden and swift in his attacks. 


The dispatches announcing this new 


move, while not confirmed, bear many 
earmarks of accuracy. It is said that 
the Japanese force which now occu- 
ries Feng Wang Cheng, landed at 
Taku Shan, on the Manchurian ccast 
cf Korea Bay and marched from the 
landing point by a straight road to 
their present point of occupancy, 
This could readily be done, as the 
Japs are known to have had forces of 
•warships and transports in the neigh- 
borhood of the Elliott Islands from 
whence Taku Shang is easily accessi- 
ble br water. 


There are no Russian vessels in 


that "neighborhood to obstruct auy 
such move. The taking of Feng Wang 
Cheng, if it proves a fact that inch 
has been accomalished, is a mo'.e 
brilliantly stragetical. The city is 
situated on the Pekin road and on the 
direct roate from Mukden to the Yalu. 
There are. in fact no other easily 
traversable roads between the two 
points. Thus, primarily, the Kur~-ian 
force on the Yalu would be effectually 
cut oft from communication with the 
base. Again, the city is centrally lo- 
cated arid of excellent value as a 
point from which to spread forces to 
further the isolation of the Russian 
forces.

The constantly inn'cuslng demand 


for pure, water anjd for sonic method 
by means of which this can be ob- 
:ained renders the recent communica- 
lon made by Profes»«»r Paterno to the 
Iteale Academia del Liucei especially 
nteresting. . Professor Paterno, . has 
suggested a process for the purification 
of drinking water whieh constitutes a 
jreat step forward In the study of this 
inportaiit-problt-m. ' 
: 


From numerous and extensive exper- 
inents made, by this author it appears 
that by adding- to 'impure water,' even 
that containing pathogenic microbes, 
an extremely small quantity of chlo- 
ride of silver there. is accomplished the 
complete disinfection of : the water. 
For this purpose two milligrams or at 
most two and onef-half milligrams of 
the chloride are sufficient to absolutely 
sterilize a liter ofi water, and to. elimi- 
nate every danger of infection. 


The process is so simple that one 


cannot expect any improvement upon 
it in the future. It may be used by any 
one and in every condition 'of life, the 
sterilization being complete after a 
few minutes, ten at the most, and no 
apparatus being necessary beyond .a 
small vial with a solution of chloride 
of silver.

The water keeps its flavor and all of 


its properties without modification, 
only undergoiDg a slight whitening, 
which disappears after a few hours of 
repose. Water purified by means of 
boiling, ozone and all other processes 
known up to the present when exposed 
to the air soon becomes impure, where- 
as the process of 'Professor Paterno 
keeps the water'pur'e for many months.
